A federa] survey is said to show that 
one-third of the unemployed men in Can- 
ada are veterans. But the more encourag- 
ing showing is that these number only 
about ten per cent of those who have been 
, discharged from the fighting forces. The 
other ninety per cent have found jobs or 
are not immediately in need of them. 

This speaks well for the returned men. 
It confirms the view that those who don- 
ned uniforms were in the main young me 
of initiative, of industrious habits, and 
with the will to make their way in the 
world. 

That many of these are taking courses 
in the universities and trade schools is 
evidence of their resolution and will to 
succeed; for its takes tenacity to go back 
to classes after spending three or four or 
five years in the fierce excitements of war. 
That many of the dischargees had jobs to 
go back to is equally proof that they were 
making good in the pursuits of peace be- 
fore the call to arms came. 

The “problem” of the returned man 
was a good deal exaggerated in advance. 
Given a fair opportunity, he will take care 
of himself in industry and business, as he 
did in battle. He was a normal Canadian 
boy before he enlisted; and he still is. The 
real “problem” may be that of cit 
who have to try to keep up with him

The Irrigation Commission de- 
cided recently to curtail rice pro- 
duction, on the assumption that 
the water poured into the rice 
fields every year was the main 
cause of hte trouble. This decision 
affected 125 farms, the owners of 
which were instructed to reduce 
their sown acreage by 25 per cent, 
this year, and a greater percentage 
in the next two years, until they 
went entirely out of rice production.

AUSTRALIAN NEWS BULLETIN 


One of the world’s few known 
deposits of uranium is at Mount 
Pointer in South Australia, in a 
rugged and almost unknown part 
of the Flinders Range. 

Following an appeal made by Mr. 
Churchill to Mr. Curtin in London 
to help in the intense search for 
uranium, prompt action was taken 
by Australia to give all possible 
| assistance, 
| The Federal Government sought 
the co-operation of the South Aus- 
tralian Government, and so prompt- 
ly was this given that, through the 
effort of the South Australian Mines 
Department and the Engineer-in- 
Chief's Department, the deposit 
was in production for the recovery 
of uranium within six weeks. 

In that period a road had been 
constructed through a creek, which 
had provided almost insurmount- 
able difficulties; 100 square miles 
of some of the most rugged country 
in Australia had been surveyed by 
including 


air; geological parties, 
university students, under consid- 
erable hardship, had examined 


likely formations; and the first pro- 
duct of the field was being flown 
from an ai ip at Balcanoona Sta- 


tion, 30 miles away, the nearest 
level ground. The cost of this work 
was borne by the British Govern- 
ment 

Camels carried supplies for the 
geologists, surveyors and miners. 

The building of the road was 
speeded up by a bulldozer, which

True, it tides us 
over the next two or three years 
But it saddles future generations 


| for fifty years with a debt payment

We not only have to pay 
interest and redeem the capital 
but also we must anchor British ec 
onomy firmly to the dollar, which 
many British economists think will 
involve us in American slumps 
whthout involving us in American 
booms. In addition we are pledged 
in return for some unspecified re- 
duction “in American tariffs, to 
bring to an end Imperial prefer- 
ence, which is a sentimental as well 
as an economic consideration, and 
also to liquidate the sterling bloc 
within twelve months. 

On top of this, we have to pay 
the price of allowing American 
manufacturers, who are all set and 
on their toes, to penetrate into what 
have hitherto been largely British 
markets—and this at a time when 
our reconversion from war to peace 
is at least eighteen months behind 
that of the United States, 

WHY THEN did the House of 
Commons, albeit reluctantly, en 
dorse the terms of the Anglo-Am- 
erican loan? Why did so few mem 
bers go into the lobby against it 

The answer is very simple. The 
alternative to the loan would have 
been a permanent economic and 
possibly political rift between 
Great Britain and the United States 
For more than thirty years, good 
relations between the British Em 
pire and the United States have 
been the first and overriding prin 
ciple of British foreign policy. Our 
survival in two world wars has con 
vinced nearly all Englishmen that 
this policy has been right. There- 
fore, for better for worse, we 
feel that our destiny is bound up 
irrevocably with that of the United 
States and we are prepared to 
sacrifice much in order to make a 
reality of this association,

It is in this rather somber mood 
that Britain is now facing the fu 
ture, If this loan were to be the 
extent of Anglo-American co-oper 
ation, both Britain and the United 
States would have a bad deal, But 
there is a steadily growing convic 
tion that the men who made the 
deal, both British and American 
did so with an eye on the future 

We must hope that the loan, with 
all the hardships it imposes upon 
Great Britain, is only a prelude to 
further mutually advantageous a: 
rangements which will insure that 
the fruits of victory are not thrown 
away and that the immense areas 
of the British Empire and the Unit 
ed States can be progressively in 
tegrated to insure for ourselves and 
the whole world a long period of 
prosperity and peace
